cago to secure the fair and to the fac 
that experts were sent from Chicago to 
study the Paris Exposition in anticipa 
tion of the oholoe of Chicago for the 
fair of 1892. The contributions to the 
Paris Exposition under the agr«emen 
were to reach 88,600,000, while Chicago's 
guarantee is 110.000,000. The estimated 
cost of the Paris Exposition was $8,000,- 
000, and the committee believes that 
the 810,000,000 with the site to be pro- 
vided by Chicago will ba ample for al" 
purposes of the fair In this country. 


The report is accompanied by an ap- 


pendix containing a number of com 
municatlons from Cabinet and bureau 
officers and others. 


The Secretary of tha Treaiury esti- 


mates that 8822,000 will be necessary 
for the Government exhibit. 


The Secretary of Agriculture esti 


mates that the agricultural exhibit will 
cost 8250,000, and asks for a specla: 
building. 


The Secretary of the Smithaonlae In- 


stitution makes an estimate of $585,000. 
He states that in the fourteen years 
that have elapsed since the Pbiladel 
phia Exhibition the standards have 
completely changed, and the Govern 
ment exhibits at Philadelphia, which 
were admirable for the time, and thor- 
oughly satisfactory to all visitors, would 
fall far below the expectations of the 
present. 


A report concerning the Paris exposi 


tion shows that foreign nations were in- 
vited to participate at least two years 
before the opening. A statement from 
Senator Farwell, of Illinois, is alio in- 
closed.

The Iniquitous Conspiracy Being 


Thoroughly Ventilated. 


THE WOMAN IN THE CASE SHOWtlUP. 


Another of Referee Week's Complaicent 


Victims Tells How He W»s 


Inveigled Into the Case 


-Wright Wrong. 


NEW YOKK, MaroU 20.—The first wit- 


ness in the Flack divorce conspiracy 
case on its resumption yesterday morn- 
ing was Benjamin Wright, the man 
whose name was used In the divorce 
proceedings as attorney when it was de- 
cided that Judge Monell's name should 
be stricken out. He said he had been 
asked to take the suit at the request of 
Defendant Meeks, whom he had long 
known. On the promise of Mr. Meeks 
to get a written authority from Ambrose 
Monell, whom Meeks had said had 
been Mrs. Flack's attorney for fifteen 
years, Mr. Wright had signed the sum- 
mons and complaint, but had not no- 
ticed the erasure of a name from the 
complaint. He said ho had never sum- 
moned any witnesses to appear before 
Referee Meeks; did not know any of 
the witnesses appearing in the refer- 
ence depositions, and had never author- 
ized any one to make motions in the 
case. Ho did not know that any further 
steps had been taken in the case until 
he learned of the exposures In the pa- 
pers. He immediately went to Meeks 
for a explanation. He was stopping at 
Bath Beach. 
It was early in August. 


Mr. Wright said that a letter givlqg 


him authority to appear for Mrs. Flack 
was received by mall about the middle 
of July. He had not kept the envelope 
and could only produce the letter. H 
was found to he dated April 28, 18^9, 
long before Wright had heard of sqch a 
case. 
After the publication of the-case 


he had scon Monell and Meeks together 
at the county clerk's office. 
Monell had 


assured him that every thing was all 
right about Flack against Flack. At 
another time when he saw Monell and 
Meeks together Mcnell had said: 
"II 


will only bo a nine day's wonder. 1 
know one of the reporters who gave it 
away." 


Ho had several conversations with 


Meeks about the case, and subsequently 
received this letter: 


(Confidential.) 


DICAR BENJAMIN: 
Everything is being 


hushed up. Keep to the plan originally 
adopted by you—professional rights. Sav 
nothing. Your authority from Monell pro- 
tects you. I don't think anything will appear 
alter to-day. Yours truly, 
JOE. 


It was evident that Meeks was going 


to sacrifice Wright as woll as Judge 
Bookstaver in the effort to save him- 
self. 


Lawyer l!ird, representing Meeks, 


cross-examined Wright. Wright said 
he had not tried to got Meeks lo agree 
with him on dates when they were both 
going into the grand jury room. He 
had not told Meeks that it would be 
necessary to make their first interview 
about tho case much earlier than it had 
occurred. When signing his name to 
the summons he admitted putting "No. 
12 Nassau street" beneath it, although 
he did not have an office there. 
He 


said it was force of habit, Outdid not 
know ho had ever put such an address 
on any other paper. 


The lettor of authority from Monell 


then became a bone of contention be- 
tween the cross-examining lawyer and 
the witness. Bird wanted to show that 
Monell had given Wright the letter to 
save the latter after the exposure came. 
Wright wrigg'.od out of !t. Ho had 
neither kept tho envelope with its post- 
mark nor did he put, when filing away 
the paper with an indorsement on it, 
the date on which it was received. He 
had not erased Monell's name from the 
complaint when he put his own on It, 
nor did the latter cra?e tho name in his 
presence. The judgment roll was not 
done up with his tape in his presence 
by Mr. Moeks. The witness said ho 
would be surprised to hear that the roll 
had been given to Judge Bookstaver 
July 2. 


On August 8, while Mr. Wright was at 


Bay Shore ho received the following 
letter:

Benjamin Wright was again put on 


the stand after recess and further exam- 
ined about his conversation with Meeks. 
He had repeatedly asked Moeks to come 
out with a public statement that he had 
only appeared as attorney for record at 
Monell's request. Ho hud nok asked 
Meeks to explain away the record of 
April 19, and the address in Nassau 
street on the summons and complaint, 
as the papers had been signed by 
him July 2, at the Potter building. 
Witness said he had made the affidavit! 
of regularity in the divorce case on in- 
formation received early from Meeks in 
whom ho had relied. 


An awakening of interest in the case 


occurred when Mr. Wright stepped 
down and Mrs. Mary Smith, who had 
kept the boarding-house in which tho 
sheriff kept Miss Raymond or Sarah 
Cherry, was called. 
Witness testified 


that the sheriff was known at her house 
as Mr. Raymond. 
Hu called on Miss 


Raymond regularly and sometimes she 
believea he stayed all night, as he took 
breakfast at the house on the following 
morning. A few years ago Miss Ray- 
mond gave birth 
to a boy whom 


the 
sheriff 
always 
recognized 
as 


bis son. The boy's name was Edward 
Raymond. The sheriff told her that 
Mra. Flaok wanted a divorce, and that 
It would be better for her and him, and 
h» int«ndad to lo right by Miss Ray- 
mond. H« then asked her to sign nec- 
essary papers in the case, which would 
be sent toner, and she consented. 
Mrs. 


Smith admitted swearing to misstate- 
ments in the paper which was the depo- 
sition purporting to be taken before 


Referee Meeks. She swore to knowing 
Mrs. Flaok five years, whereas she bad 
only seen her onco. 


At the conclusion of Mrs. Smith's ten- 


timony, her sister. Miss Kate Cannon, 
was examined on the same lines and 
gave similar testimony.

Close of the Union Revival—Over 


140O Confessions. 


Farewell Talks 
by Evangelist Mills-The 


Farewell Address. 


The remarkably successful union revi- 


val meetings, which began on Sunday, 
March 2, closed this forenoon at the 
Grand, with a great outpouring of the 
people from all quarters of the city. The 
services throughout have attracted great 
crowds day and night, and the religious 
awakening has been widespread, while 
Rev. B. Fay Mills, the evangelist, and 
Mr. Green wood, the vocalist, have worked 
faithfully, assisted by the local preachers. 
The meetings are voted the most benefi- 
cial ever held in Decatur. There have 
been over 1400 confessions. 


THE CHRISTIAN. 


Wednesday afternoon the Grand was 


filled to the last seat and the interest in 
the service was marked. 


Mr, Greenwood led the choir and con- 


gregation in a socg service and the evan- 
gelist read part of the s.xth chapter of 
Nehemiah. The refrain of the closing 
song, "Onward, Christian Soldiers,'1 was 
the plaintive cry of a babe stewed away 
in its mother's arms in the balcony. It 
was announced that in all the Decatur 
churches Thursday evening the pastors 
would hold services. 


THE SEKMON. 


Evangelist Mills took for his teit the 


3d verse of the sixth chapter of Nehe- 
miah and upon it he based his well stated 
views on how ti man, woman or child may 
become a Christian. The customs, peo- 
ple and environments of Nehemiah iu his 
time were stated in a connected manner, 
telling the story as if the evangelist him- 
self were personally familiar with all of 
the details, thus adding interest to the 
story familiar to those aeiiutunted with 
bible history. It was shown how Nehe- 
miah was threatened and plotted against 
by bad men. 
He occupied no neutral 


ground. He stood linn and would not 
recede. The interest of the soul must be 
supreme. If this interest does not fill 
your heart and being then it is of no use 
!o try to become a Christian. Jesus Christ 
sacrificed all; sacrilice and consecration 
are essential. You must choose the right; 
what seems to be the greatest good. To 
accomplish anything in this life there 
must of necessity be much personal sac- 
rifice; thina of what men sacrifice to re- 
cover shattered health; to gain the great 
,hings there must be sacrifice. Love is 
gained by sacrifice and it is the only way 
n which yon can walk in the paths of 
God—be unselfish, self-eacrilicirjg. 
If 


you do not this it is useless to try to be- 
come a Christian. 
Put God first, put 


your religion first if you want to be a 
Christian. 


Complete consecration insures success; 


you cannot be half-hearted and succeed, 
With the light of God in your heart all is 
>eace and comfort; if you struggle for 
self and against the spirit there will be 
rouble. 
There is no power that can 


jver come the weakest soul that puts its 
rust in God, no matter what the life 
emptations may be; if you have your 
mind fixed on God there is no storm, 
lowever tempestuous, can overcome you. 
deferring to the death of Lot's wife, the 
vangelist said there wasn't a church in 
Jecatur to-day that didn't have a pillar 


if salt in it; keep your oye on God and 
valk straight ahead. St. Paul and Ne- 
.emiah were alike in forgetting how to 
do wrong, and finding it easier to do 
•ight. 


The essential characteristic of a true 


jhristian is progress. 
Every Christian 


ihould grow in grace. 
Havo faith, hope 


md love. Look up, not down; look for- 
ward, not back; lookout, not in. The 
Jhristian religion is not emotional, noth- 
ng of the kind; it is not a creed or a 
orm, it is your life. 
You get a title to 


'ourself when you begin the Christian 
ife; God gives you the title and he says 
work out your own salvation. 
If you 


mve embraced Christianity and do not 
enjoy it, the freneon is because you re- 
main ti/o near where you got iu and too 
near w.jere you fall out, prefacing the 
leclaration with the story of the child 
who fell out of bed. 
Grasp the s ory of 


he grand hymn whose only words are 
Go on, go on, go on," and you will grow 
and grow in the Christian life. 


At the close of the sermon the evangel- 


ist delivered a brief prayer, asking espec- 
ially that the victory be given to those 
who had made n start in the Christum 
life.

THE LAST NIGHT MEETINd. 


The closing service of the union revi- 


val was held at the Grand last night, and 
the great hall was crowded as m<ver be- 
fore, hundreds being unable to gain en- 
trance. 
An overtlow meeting should 


have been held. Upon the stage were 
all of the local preachers and in the cen- 
ter were the evangelist and the vocalist, 
while at the rear were the members of 
the union choir. 


An earnest farewell prayer, full of ten- 


derness, hope, encouragement and thank- 
fulness, was offered by Rev. W. H. Pen- 
hallegon. The choir and congregation 
joined in singing "I Will." 


Evangelist Mills recognized the polite 


manners of Decatur people in remaining 
through all the services to the end, and 
yet he suggested that if there were any 
in the audience who could not stay until 
the close of the meeting he hoped they 
would leave now so that others waiting 
might have the chairs. 


The text was the 19th veise ot the let 


chapter of Deuteronomy. In a graphic 
manner the story of triumph through 
faith in God of the children of Israel who 
passed safely into the land of Canaan was 
told. * * There may be people in Decatur 
to-night who have not yielded to God, and 
unless they form a resolution now they 
may never do so. Have the courage of 
your conviction, get the backbone to 
stand up for Christ to-night, or you may 
be forever lost. Just one sin is enough 
to keep you out of the Kingdom—any 
open or secret sin will keep you among 
the lost. It was Judas Iscariot who lost 
his soul because of one sin, that of ava 
rice. He stood near to Christ, and yet 
he was lost because of his one sin. You 
are like that man who lacked one thingj 
unselfishness. Sometimes half-hearted- 
ness even with professing Christians will 
cause the loss of souls. * * A number 
of instances were given where people 
were blessed by putting their faith in 
God, cured of afflictions and given peace 
in their souls. The action of standing up 
or kneeling at the altar for the love of 
Christ is simply a measure of your sincer- 
ity, of your earnestness. One man in 
New York city came to the altar 49 nights 


in succession and every time he wag 
drunk, fie was not converted until tn< 
19th eight, and now he is a preacher 
There is with, some a hesitation about 
taking the last step—coming ont for 
Christ. * * Some of yon are very near 
God, but not quite home. 


"These have been delightful days in 


your city for us, and we will go away re- 
joicing; and we will also go away sorrow- 


ful, for there are many yet out of Christ, 
We have not been seeking yonrs, bnt you. 
If we might know that 1000 souls had 
been brought safely to Christ we would 
not exchange that assurance for all the 
wealth of your city. If there was but 
ope soul saved out of the 1500, that one 
convert would be glory and reward 
enough for our labors." 


The affecting appeal to those yet out 


of Christ to express a desire to become 
chrietiaus waa prefaced by a description 
of the death of n Chicago man who had 
promised Brother Moody to come to 
Christ, but had died gasping: "The sum- 
mer is passed, the harvest is over, and I 
am not saved." 


During the farewell discourse there 


were numerous illustrations and incidents 
given to add force to the main thought 
of the sermon. 


"Almost Persuaded" was softly sung h) 


the choir, and many were these who arose 
to their feet to join those who had previ- 
ously arisen in response to the evangel- 
ist's invitation. 


FABEWELL BEIIVICE. 


The interest of the general public in 


union revival meetings found its culmi- 
nation in the service held at 10 o'clock 
this morning. The Grand Opera House 
was literally packed before the hour for 
work arrived. Camp stools were brought 
into requisition and then numbers of peo- 
ple were standing during the entire ser- 
vice. The universal verdict seems to be 
that the Rev. B. Fay Mills has given the 
pastors, church members and sinners in 
general the marrow of the gospel, and 
while the truth has been spoken with 
great positiveness it has been spoken in 
love and simplicity. 


Mr. Greenwood, with Mrs. Patterson, 


organist, opened the preliminary service 
by singing "Bringing in the Sheaves." 
Mr. Greedwood led the audience in pray- 
er in which he said: "We have not come 
here to close thy work in this city, but 
simply to close these services." "Crown- 
ng days are coming bye and bye" wns 
sung.

In reiteration of a 
tatement made the other day Mr. Mills 
ays he did not say as reported that any 
man who votes for license is as bad as a 
aloon-keeper, but did say that he as- 
umes a great responsibility and God 
will hold every voter to an account. You 
ire responsible for this evil. 


The W. C. T. U. temperance revivals, 


itc., are only pulling out the drowned 


men; 
the traffic must be dealt with hero- 


cally, and the law must be felt. Never 
would I like to give my daughter to a 
drunkard'B embraoe. I believe that the 
Christians of Decatur will be responsible 
'or these people who have just begun the 
Christian life. They are your children, 
and they will average right up with the 
church which they join. Here he broke 
n, "I have got used to the babies in De- 
catur; God blees the babes. There ai» 
three ways to pray, occasionally, habitu- 
ally, at noon.

In 
conversation with a printer engaged on a 
morning paper he was asked if it wes 
wrong to work on Sunday. The answer 
was, it is wrong; don't do it. Then then- 
ter-going and dancing were discussed. 
People were advised to ask God about it, 
and if he tells you it iis wrong don't go. 
Family prayer was urged, and a full sur- 
render of self to Ghriet. Go only when 
you can take Jesus Christ with yon. If I 
were you I would never goto the theater, 
rever dance, nor work on Sunday. I 
don't dance, I don't play progressive 
euclre, either, but I have just as ranch 
right to do these things as you have. Get 
your heart set on God and you will find 
that the power of God will be with yon, 
and you won't need the poor fickle things 
of this world to tickle your fancy. You 
need exercise; converted men always 
join the church. The Lord Jesus Christ 
founded the church. Join to-day; don't 
wait for a minister to hunt you up. Join 
the church, the prayer meeting, the 
Christian Endeavor, the Missionary So- 
ciety,—and be a Christian.
